Operation 

Before each use: 

• Drain water from air compressor tank and condensation from air lines. See air 
compressor's operators manual. 

Disconnect the tool from the air supply before lubricating or 
changing blades. 

• Lubricate tool, see "Maintenance" section in this manual. 

• Connect tool to air hose of recommended size. NOTE: The use of a quick connect 
set makes connecting easier.

Turn air compressor on and allow air tank to fill. 

Set the air compressor's regulator to 90 PSI. This tool operates at a 
maximum 90 PSI pressure. 

Clamp workpiece securely to prevent 
movement. 

Place side knives of air shear slightly on the 
edge of the top side of workpiece to steady 
tool. 

Center 

Depress trigger and apply steady, even Blade 
pressure. IMPORTANT: Do not force. Too 
much pressure can cause blade to over heat 
and break. Too little pressure will keep blade 
from cutting and cause it to overheat. 

Reduce pressure just before cutting through 
the work. When shear has completed cut, 
remove from the workpiece while the motor is 
running, then release trigger.

Make sure material to be sheared is supported. Clamping is recommended to 
insure control of tool and workpiece. 

If the tool jams while cutting, release trigger immediately. Do not attempt to free the 
tool by starting and stopping the tool. 

A light coat of suitable cutting fluid applied along the line of cut will increase cutter 
life 



MAINTENANCE 



Lubrication 

Air tools require lubrication throughout the life of the tool. The air motor and bearing uses 
compressed air to power the tool. Because moisture in compressed air will rust the air 
motor, you must lubricate the motor daily. An inline oiler is recommended. 

To lubricate the air motor manually: 

• Disconnect the tool from the air supply holding it so the air inlet faces up. 

• Depress the trigger and place one to two drops of air tool oil in the 
air inlet Depressing the trigger helps circulate oil in the motor. NOTE: 
Use SAE #10 weight oil if air tool oil is not available. 

• Connect the tool to an air source, cover the exhaust end with a towel 
and run for a few seconds.

Any excess oil in the motor is immediately 
expelled from the exhaust port.

Replacing Blades 

To remove: 

1 . Loosen three Allen head screws (A). Pull 
cutter head (B) forward and twist to remove from 
motor (C). 

2. Remove the front two Allen head screws (A) holding 
the blades in place. Remove side knives (D,F), center 
blade (H), and two spacer bushings (E,G). Save the 
spacer bushings (E,G).

Line up holes and 
place Allen head screw through cutter head (B), side knife (F), center 
blade (H), side knife (D), and cutter head (B). Do not over tighten. 
Place cutter housing (B) onto motor (C) and twist into position 
Tighten three Allen head screws securely.
